>In 1991, LARC was offered representation by the Lambda Legal Defense and 
>Education Fund in New York, along with the law firm of Brown Raysman & 
>Millstein. The five attorneys filed a complaint with the State of 
>Connecticut for discrimination based upon the 2.4 pounds of documentation 
>written, mostly, by the League itself. The state has been investigating. 
>A ruling is expected very shortly and all indications are that the state 
>will find in favor of LARC, but that has not, as yet, happened. 


I find it interesting (and a bit disappointing) that Lambda would elect 
to attack a national organization in the state where its headquarters 
happens to be. No doubt this will lead to more lengthly litigation before 
a definitive answer is arrived at. 


>This case is one of discrimination, not running an ad. The ARRL has 
>already agreed to run LARC's ad, but the complaint was not for that, but 
>for their disrciminatory practices. 


What ‘discriminatory practices’ other than refusal to run the ad? 
>The ARRL changed its position on the ad only when they were served the 
>complaint papers. They are incorrect that their agreeing to run LARC's ad 


>negates the complaint -- and the state has informed them of that. 


Did you or did you not get what you wanted. What do you want, anyway? 
Revenge? 


>The ARRL can end this any time it wants to by negotiating with our 
>attorneys for an assurance that they will not discriminate against us in 
>the future. 


Unfortunately, I must now count myself as among those who is puzzled as 


to what, exactly, Lambda would have the ARRL do. Other than to humiliate 
itself. If the officers are to be chastised, should that not be done by 

the membership, rather than the courts? How is Lambda's approach helping 
them to reach their ultimate goals of acceptance as peers in the fraternity?

I'm looking to purchase a new Dual Band 2m, 440 HT and need 
some advice. I do about 60% on the belt (pedestrian mobile) 
operation, 30% in the car and 10% on bicycle. About 50% of the 
time I use repeaters and 50% on simplex. So any new HT I get will 
need good receiver sensitivity. Needed features would be a high 
capacity battery pack, extended receive, CTCSS, DTMF, DTMF tone- 
squelch and lots of memories. The possibility of getting extended 
transmit in the future with a modification would be nice. 

Currently I own a Radio Shack HTX-202 and an Icom O2AT both of 
which I like very much. Right now I'm thinking of getting the Icom 
W2A. I've operated and don't really like the Yeasu FT-470. The 
two problems I have with the FT-470 is the lack of an external 
power plug and the small, almost unusable, top control knobs for 
volume and squelch.

The STS-58 mission commenced today with a spectacular liftoff amid sunny 
skies at the Kennedy Space Center. Liftoff of the Space Shuttle Columbia 
was 10 seconds late due to an intruding aircraft in the expected Shuttle 
flight path. As a result, liftoff occurred at 14:53:10 UTC. The primary 
objective of this 14 day, high inclination (39 degrees) flight is to perform 
human and animal life science experiments as part of the Spacelab Life 
Sciences-2 (SLS-2) payload. Also on board is the Shuttle Amateur Radio 
Experiment (SAREX).
